THE JAPANESE 
BUDGET. 


Unvsuat interest has attached 
to the discussion of the Japanese 
Budget for next year, which will 
be placed before the House of 
Representatives when it reassembles 
at the end of January. ‘The know- 
ledge that Japan cannot continue 
to add to her national expenditure 
at the same rate as in the past, 
inasmuch as her income has not 
been increasing pro rata with her ex- 
penditure, and that all her resources 
of revenue have been full exploited, 
has excited public curiosity tos 
high degree, and speculation as to 
the solution that the new Ministry’ 
would find has been not untinged 
with anxiety. This, however, was 
somewhat allayed by the declaration 
of the Minister of Finance, Mr. 
Yamamoto, that he would insist 
on a policy of rigid retrenchment. 
To clash with this excellent inten- 
tion there were unfortunately the 
claims of the Ministers of War and 
of the Navy to satisfy, both of whom 
avowed that increased expenditaro 
on naval armament and the ex- 
pansion of the army were impera- 
tive. Other members of the Cabinet, 
while admitting that the items that 
the various departments proposed 
to insert in their budgets were all of 
urgent necessity, were of opinion 
that the country’s finances must be 
framed in conformity with the 
national revenue. A point had heen 
reached, it was felt, at which the 
‘Ministry was compelled to recognize 
that the country was unable to bear 
further taxation; while farther 
national loans could, at best, only 
put off the settlement of the problem 
for a few years. Notwithstanding 
these cogent arguments, the Go- 
yernment Departments asked for 
increased votes for the next fiscal 

ear. These the Finance Minister 
rigidly refused to entertain. Con- 
sequently a ('abinet crisis was 
threatened. 

In this apparent deadlock, some 
examination of Japanese finances on. 
broad lines as they stand to-day may 
be instructive and not uninteresting. 
Last year the turnover of Japan's 
foroign trade was Yen 930,000,000; 
while this year, up to the end of 
October, it had reached Yen 
840,000,000. "As compared with 
last year, the imports increased by 








Yen 60,000,000, but the exports 
decreased by Yen 8,000,000 with a 
notable drop in the returns for the 
last’ three months of the year in 
prospect. This unfavourable balance 
of trade in any circumstances would 
not be encouraging and in a debtor 
nation it gave cause for grave 
anxiety. ‘The development of the 
national wealth has accordingly be-| 
come an impossibility until the 
country’s finances are placed on a 
sound basis. According to the 
“Tokio Asahi” Japan's national 
debt stands at Yen 2,100,000,000, 
while local debts gate Yen 
167,000,000, In illustration of the 
burden that lavish expenditure in 
the past has inflicted on the people, 
it is not ne to go 

than to state that the farmers, who 
number seventy per cent of the 
population, bave to pay Yen 
900,000,000 per annum, while the 
direct taxes alone average Yen 
29.80 per family or Yen 5.32 per 
heed per annum. In face of these 
figures, Mr. Yamamoto, realizing 
the imperative need of reform, has 
been strong enough to institute 
retrenchment in the face of strong 
opposition on the part of his 
colleagues in the Cabinet. He 
pointed out that there was no 
item from which increased re- 
venue could be obtained, and

It is pro- 
posed to leave untouched the som 
transferable to the sinking fund, 
so that the redemption of Yen 
50,000,000 of the outstanding loans 
is to be effected annually as before. 
‘The result of the Cabinet’s decision 
was to reasspre financiers and. busi- 
ness_men and to cause widespread 
satisfaction. Clearly this retrench- 
ment and administrative reform is 
the only policy possible to strengthen 
Japan’s national finances and to 
maintain the credit of the Empire 
at home as well as abroad. In 
Mr. Yamamoto, Marquis Saionji 
has a Finance Minister of foresight 
and courage, and it is for the House 
‘of Representatives to support him 
in the sound policy to whieh he has 
registered his adherence, - however 
unpopular that policy may be in 
military, naval and liberal political 
circles. Money may be saved in 
many departmen's by reducing the 
number of officials, while we might 
cortainly expect to see some attempt 
to curtail the heavy subsides granted 
to industrial concerns ing 
companies.

Al- 
thongh Japanese trade experienced 
a boom in the autamn of 1906 and 
in the spring of 1907, the inevi- 
table reaction came and a financial 
crisis followed. The Katsura 
Ministry endeavoured to reorganize 
the finances of the country, but its 
policy was indeterminate, and there 
was “no Jreadjustment of taxation, 
Such has been in brief, the story of 
the accumulation of debt and extra- 
vagance which Japan has now to 
liquidate. Even before the arrival 
of the Saionji Cabinet, it was re- 
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cognized that the Government must, 
look to the business men of the 
country to save it from the ruin 
with which the unbusiness-like 
methods of patrician Ministers of 
Finance had brought it face to face. 
‘That Japan will weather the storm 
in financial matiers as she has done 
in military cannot be doubted, 
although the struggle must be one 
of considerably longer duration.

APPEAL OF 
THE FAMINE AREA. 


‘The appeal from the famine area 
of Central China is not only to the! 
foreigners. It is one that the re- 
volutionary leaders also should 
surely bear in mind when they 
debate among themselves whether 
they should farther prosecute their 
republican ambitions or adopt the 
practical means of salvation even 
now open to them. News has just been 
received from Changteb, in north- 
western Hunan, of yet another 
disastrous flood in that prefecture. 
During November there were con-| 
tinual rains and these have caused 
the Yuan river, which flows into the 
Tungting Lake, to overflow its bank. 
Coming as it does at a timo of year 
when such mishaps are totally un- 
ex] l, this new flood has caused 
wide-spread disaster, inasmuch as 
the dykes broken by the floods of last 
summer had not been rebuilt. As 
many people as could do so had 
returned to their homes. They 
looked to the buckwheat crop to 
carry them through the winter. 
But all the low-lying country is 
submerged, and the buckwheat is 
said in places to be ten feet under 
water. Meanwhile, since theoutbreak 
round about Tsingkiangpu early in 
November, lawlessness bas prevailed 
throughout jthe northern part of 
Kiangsu. A fortnight ago the 
Famine Relief Commitiee was in a 
position to begin relief works in this 
district, which would have provided 
for some thousands of farmers. But 
it is quite impossible to make a 
start while present conditions pre- 
vail, and the beginning of the work 
must depend upon the ability of the 
revolutionary leaders to spare a 
regiment for the policing of the 











district. It is unutterably sad to 
think that the alleviation of much 
at present inevitable distress should 
be checked by causes which are 
surely preventible. To the des- 
titution, already 100 well-known, in| 
Northern Kiangsu is now added ur- 
gent need of survey and conservation 
works in Hunan, Assuredly we 
do ‘not doubt the desire of the 
revolutionaries in field and council 
chamber to preserve order and thus 
to leave the way open for the work 
of relief. But while foreigners both 
in and out of China are striving to 
bring help ivto the famine areas, 
it may be permissible to remind the 
republican leaders that there is a 
way of securing order more excellent, 
than can be found by many patrol 
regiments.

THE INSURANCE BILL. 


PROTEST BY THE 
OPPOSITION. 
London, Deo. 1. 

In the House of Commons the 
report stage of part of the Insur- 
ance Bill bas been concluded. 

Mr. Bonar Law, Leader of the 
Opposition, protested agsinst this 
guillotining of the Bill, and point- 
ed out that 470 Government amend- 
ments were left without any dis- 
cussion. Such a situation was un- 
precedented in any Legislature 
and was only comparable to the 
eve of the French Revolution. 

Mr Lloyd George, Chancellor of 
the Excbequer, replied that his 
guillotining was very moderate as 
be was reluctant to copy the Un- 
ionist Government. Most of the 
amendments were purely amen: 
ments in drafting. If the Unionists 
did not accept what was supposed 
to be a non-contentions Bill, then 
they ought to oppose the third 
reading. 

The Opposition walked out of 
the House, and the amendments 




















were passed in silence.— Reuter. 
REPORT 8TAGE CON LUDED. 


London, Dec. 5. 

The House of Commons has con- 
cluded the report stage of the In- 
surance Bill. It rejected a Unionist 
amendment, proposing to graduate 
contributions according to wages, by 
175 to 105 votes and a Liberal 
amendment to redace the contribu- 
tion made by members of the Ter- 
ritorial Forces, by 166 to 89 votes. 

Ap amendment was proposed by 
Mr. J. Ramsay Macdonald to re- 
duce the contributions made by 
workmen and employers by one 
ny per week. This was rejected 
by 188 to 156 votes. The Unionist 
members, Messrs. C. 8, Goldman 
(Penryn and Falmouth) and H. W.

AN OPPOSITION 
AMENDMENT. 
London, Dec. 6.

A LIVELY DEBATE.

‘Tho choice at present lay between 
no legislation or re-legislation and 
the Bill was only partially satis- 
factory. 

ATTITUDE OF THE 
OPPOSITION. 

Mr. Bonar ‘aw pointed ont 
the awkward position of the Op- 
position. If they said “no” it 
implied that they opposed the 
principle of the Bill; if they 
said “yes,” it implied that they 
approved the Bill as it stood. 
If the amendment were consider- 
ed apart, the party would have an 














overwhelming majority in the 
Honse of Commons. The Opposi- 
tion would vote for the amendment, 





but 20 far as be was concerned, he 
would take no part in any farther 
division, leaving it to the Govern 
ment’s responsibility.

at Home, it will form moreover s 
connecting link with the General 
Staff of the Army which should 
tend to unity of action among the 
naval and military forces of the 
Empire. 

Even before any definite pro- 
nouncement has been made, the 
scheme has, unfortunately, aroused 


























suspicion in Germany. It is un- 
necessary now to repeat the argu- 
ments brought forward in tho 
House of Commons to refate 
malicious forecasts as to the 
hostile intentions of Great Bri- 
tain. The purpose of the British 
navy is emphatically defence not 
defiance, and defence ’in the case of 
the British Empire necessarily 
involves tho defence of the trade 
routes by which the scattered 
sections of that empire are linked 
together. In that task a Naval 
War Staff may find work enough 
and to spare, withont planning 
hostile action against any other 
Power. The determination of 





Canada and Australia to establish 
fleets of their own has, in a sense, 
imposed fresh responsibilities upon 
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the Mother Country. Those fleets, 
as they develop, must be welded 
into a united whole, with unity of 
ideas and a comprehensive scheme 
of operations. The defence of the 
North Sea, of the Atlantic, of the 
Mediterranean, and of the British 
position in the Far East is a com- 
Plicated matter, whether it be con- 
sidered merely as a problem of 
distribution of the forces already 
available, or of a possible increase 
‘of those forces. In respect of the 
latter, neither Mr. Churchill nor a 
War Staff is likely to leave the Far 
East ont of consideration. 
there are other reasons, in addition 
to those suggested by the present 
crisis, why the strengthening of 
he fleet in Far Eastern 
ould not long be delayed. 
Precisely the same remark might 
be applied to the Mediterranean

THE FALL OF 


NANKING, 
Dec. 4. 

Svon hopes of peace as were 
built upon the captare of Hanyang 
will have received a sharp set-back 
by the full of Nanking. There is 
still some uncertainty as to the exact 
state of affairs on the Pukou side, 
where there is said to have been an 
encounter between the revolationa- 
ries and some Imperial troops newly 
arrived from the North, although a 
later telegram affirms that Pukon bas 
been evacuated by the Imperialists. 
Bat the probabilities would seem 
to be that at least a consider- 
able portion of the troops hitherto 
held in check at Nanking will 
be available for Hupeb. That 
there has been a disposition to 
treat at Wuchang, on both sides, is 
beyond question. Genoral Li was 
mach disheartened by the capture 
of Hanyang and there was good 
reason to believe that the troops 
among whom the revolt began, two 
weary months ago, were not averse 
from the idea of compromise. That 
a three days’ truce bas been de- 
clared is all to the good, and local 
feeling in Hankow is said to be more 
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hopeful than formerly. Yet with 
the jaif accompli of last week's 
successes to put new heart into 
them, the Southern leaders cannot 
be blamed if they continue to stand 
ont against the dulcet cajoleries of 
Peking. Northwards of the river 
the Imperialist cause is strong. IE! 
the Shansi revolutionaries cannot 
actually be overcome, it should at 
least be possible to bottle them up 
behind the mountain passes. The 
moral effect of Shantong’s peni- 
teace is a great asset. And so long! 
asthe army of occupation in Han- 
yng remains loyal, it will probably 
0a long day before that citadel 
falls again to the revolutionaries. 
But below the Yangtze the re- 
publicans hold undisputed sway. 
‘The fact of dissension between the 
‘Hanan and Hupeb troops is another 
argument, were it necded, of the 
unsuitability of republican prin- 
ciples for China, but it does not! 
necessarily tell in favour of Peking. 
Want of money is the weakest 
point in the revolutionary position, 
and in the end money, or the need 
of it, will be the prime factor in the 
restoration of peace. Yet, for the 
time being, it must be admitted 
tbat the Imperialists, from their own 
point of view, have made ill use of 
the recapture of Hanyang. With 
the first dawn of returning success 
there was a notable change in the 
ut 2 of Peking. The exact 
terms of the compromise evolved by 
Yuan Shih-kai are not known. But 
there would seem to have been some 
excuse for the revolutionary fears 
that the capital is still unconscious 
of the true temper of the country 
and that compromise now might 
merely mean the perpetuation of 
the old gang. If that surmise be 
correct, the Imperialist party has 
none to thank but itself for 
the obduracy of its opponents. 
‘We believe that it would better 
for China, now snd in the long run, 
to retain the child Emperor on the 
throne, but only under such safe- 
guards as would for ever prevent 
any renewal of intrusion in the 
affairs of State by petticoat and 
eunuch and Manchu patrician in- 
fluence. There is no question but 
that Yuan \-kai realizes the 
determination of Central and South 
China to be rid of this malign 
power behind the throne, and 
that he is prepared to make the 
utmost concessions to gain peace. 
But unless he can satisfy the 
revolutionaries of his power and| 
will to fulfil his pledges, there 
would seem to be nothing but to 
resign ourselves to long weeks, it 
may be months, of wasting warfare, 
want, anarchy and pillaging. It 
isa truism that none cap tell what 
to-morrow will bring forth in 






































Chins. Even now the way may 
be being paved for a settlement. 
We should be glad indeed to see 
our forebodings unfalfilled. Bat 
the outlook is dark. 


A REVOLUTION AND 
A STRIKE. 


Dec. 4. 

DIFFERENT people, reflecting on 
conditions of chaos and strife from 
essentially different points of view, 
although beginning with the same 
hypotheses, naturally come to vary- 
ing conclusions. But a dispassionate 
consideration should be possible to 
those who are not directly conneo- 
ted with, although affected by, any: 
cause of national or industrial strife. 
It may be permissible, therefore, to 
discuss briefly two inherent causes 
of our present trade depression in 
China and of the prevailing sense 
\inty, namely the revol 
tion in China and the late railway 
strike in Eogland. Slight as may be 
the outward connexion of these two 
momentous events, we find simila- 
common root. 
effects. Both 
pread of educ- 
ation and of the eaglet-like desire 
to stretch the wings, to try the 
strength and to throw off a bondage 
that at one time was tolerated al- 
most unnoticed, but now has be- 
come irksome. Bat the eaglet is 
often glad of the strong supporting 
wings of the parent bird that come 
to its aid. After the passing of the 
Reform Act of 1867, which en- 
franchised unskilled as well as 
skilled labour, Walter Bagehot 
wrote : “ It is desirable that ignor- 
ant men, new to politics, should 
have good issues and only good 
issues, placed before them.” He ad- 
ded a strong warning against in- 
troducing such men to “topics, the 
Aiscussion of which in the only form 
in which that discussion reaches 
their ear will be to make them 
think that some new law can make 
them comfortable—that it is the 
present Iaw which makes them 
uncomfortable—that the Govern- 
ment has at its disposal 
inexhaustible fund out of which it 
can give to those who now want 
without also creating elsewhere 
other and great wants.” 

Time alone can show whether the 
revolutionaries in China may not 
be disappointed in finding that they 
have expected too much, as the 
railwaymen are dissatisfied with the 
findings of the Railway Commis- 
sion, and whether they will then 
decline to accept the decisions of 
those whom they have accepted as 
leaders. The revolutionaries in the 










































early days of the movement in 
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China certainly could not be re- 
garded as a political combination 
of the lower classes. They were 
Chinese, as apart from Manchus, 
and, although the student spirit 
now predominates, yet their ranks 
include some of the most capable 
officials in the land. We already 
find, however, that the most shrewd 
and experienced men are subor- 
diovting their opinions to the 
clamour of young men who are but 
just now spreading their butterfly 
wings. To this group are added 
vast numbers of the common people 
who know little or nothing of 
politics, but have been suddenly 
inflamed with zeal for “the cause,” 
and of soldiers who have gone over 
to the path of least resistance. 
Such a combination, if it became 
permanent, must mean the su- 
premacy of ignorance over instrac- 
tion and of numbers over know- 
ledge, unless those who have the 
intelligence can retain the power 
to grasp the helm firmly. Old 
burdens may be removed, but 
others more formidable will be 
created. Some of these have al- 
ready loomed on tlie horizon, and 
to overcome these, China will need 
not only strength and courage but 
discipline and self-restaint. We see, 
predominant, the desire to remove 
the whole tree that has borne evil 
frait. We have yet to see any 
practical consideration whether the 
praning knife or the skilled hand 
of the grafter might not more 
efficuciously accomplish the desired 
nm 











d, 
While it is well to set high ideals 
before the country, as otherwise 
little indeed would be attained, it 
beboves a reform party to under- 
take its task with cantion. Radical 
reforms may easily defeat their 
own purpose if carried out irrespec- 
tive of consequences and without 
that proper appreciation of difficul- 
ties which can be learned from the 
experience of others. Neither 
revolutionaries nor strikers can 
expect to enter a paradise so soon 
as they have the power to control 
in their hands. In England the rail- 
waymen, by “sypathetic striking,” 
demonstrated their power to 
deadlock in business of 
far-reaching consequences, and 
because they have not reaped by 
their agitation the froit which they 
expected, the country is threatened 
with avother strike, with further 
and irreparable injury to the trade 
‘commerce that aupports them 
in common with their employers. 
In China, the same disposition 
towards irreconcilability is already 
visible among the forces in revolt ; 
and it is because of the incalculable 
results of violence uncontrolled that 
Young China is daily besought to 
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take heed to the dictates of true 
patriotism. There is no lack in 
other countrics of examples of 
good. bad and indifferent constita- 
tional Governments. The average 
of resultant good depends upon the 
number of trustworthy men willing 
to obliterate their own immediate 
welfare in the service of their 
country, and to — subordinate 
theatrical effect to solidity, even at 
the cost of slowness in the realiza- 
tion of their dreams.

Tax letter from Mrs. Wheelock 
that, we publish to-day covers so 
thoroughly all points of the question 
raised that there remains little for 
us to say but to express our cordial 
endorsement of the proposed charity 
nization committee.

Wheelock is carefal to point oat, 
the scheme implies no sort of 
restriction, far less criticism, of 
the liberties of existing philan- 
thropic institutions. But it would 
assuredly condace to the pre- 
vention of overlapping and 
le waste in the distribution of 
We regret that space does 
mit of our reproducing the 
extracts from the ‘ Municipal 
Gazette” to which our correspon- 
deat alludes. Bata brief reference 
may for the moment suffice, As 
regards the Thomas Hanbury School, 
the Committee's proposal was that 
the school should become officially, 
what it is virtually, the public 
Muoicipal Eurasian School ; the 
effect of which change is immediate- 
ly to set free at least a considerable 
portion of the voluntary subscrip- 
tions given to this institution for 
some other purpose. The other 
extract describes the steps which 
have been taken for the establish- 
ment of a casual ward, which is 
indeed a vital part of the scheme of 
charity organization. As was ex- 
plained in the “ Municipal Gazette” 
some difficulty has been experienced 
in respect of compulsory powers for 
dealing with the unemployed, In 
other words, how are those who 
refuse to work to be forced 
to work? But with the practical 
example of what is done on these 
lines in Western countries, it should 
not be impossible to arrive at some 
suitable arrangement among the 
different nationalities in Shanghai. 
As regards what be called 
professional destitution, there is 
but one effective means of dealing 
with exponents of the art, namely, 
by convincing them thet Shanghai 
is not an Eldorado where the 
beachcomber and the rel have 
merely to open their mouths wide in 
order to be filled. For the rest, 
we believe that the general public 
would hail with relief the institu- 
tion of'such an organization as Mrs, 
Wheelock suggests, There are 
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many who would willingly sub- 
scribe to a recognized charity ; 
there are few who have time to in- 
quire into the merits of each case 
or ascertain to which of the many 
societies an applicant should be re- 
ferred ; and there is no one who 
relishes the feoling that in occa- 
sional alme-giving he is almost in- 
variably cheated. If at this point 
he were able to refer the mendicant 
to somo central body, whose busi- 
ness it was to see that the undeserv- 
ing was not allowed to prey upon 
the public and that even the de- 
serving did not receive more than 
ir share, he would probably 
pay more for the privilege than he 
actually disburses in casual relief. 
The tendency of the day is co- 
ordination in all things, and the 
time has certainly come in Shang- 
hai when the energies of individual 
bodies might be systematized with 
advantage to the general cause 
and without detriment to their in- 
dependence of action. Incidentally, 
such organization might help to 
bring before the public the claims 
of more than one institution which 
is now striving to maintain its good 
work with the slenderest resources.

In the British 
sphere, including about a fourth of 
the area of Persia, in itself about 
seven times the area of Great 
Britain, action has been frequently 
necessary for the suppression of 
gun-ranning not only on the coast 
of the Gulf, but also in the interior. 
‘The reform of Persia, by the Per- 
sian Government itself, in respect 











protection of life and property, has 
indeed presented a difficult problem 
ever since the seventies, when the 
then Shah Nasr-ed-din, returned 
from his visit to Queen Victoria 
full of enthusiasm for reform. But 
Lord Curzon’s account of the fate 
of the Shab’s reforms is equally 
applicable to the reforms attempted 
by the new Government since the 
meeting of the first Mejliss in 
November, 1907. “One more ex- 
cellent scheme,” he said ‘went 
into the waste-paper basket, and 
one more stone had to be added 
to the cairn of abortive reforms so 
conscientiously planned.” It is the 
failure of the new party to main- 
tain order in the provinces that is 
largely the cause of external inter- 
ference. still a land of 
tribes and clans.

And if it be urged 
that the new Government is capable 
of attaining that ideal, it must be 
urged that proof has yet to be 
fortbcoming.

As for 
the integrity of Persia, as guaranteed 
by the Anglo-Russiau Agreement, 
it can hardly be denied that, bad as 
the conditions are at present in the 
markets and on the trade routes,.

Tie announcement of Prince 
Chun’s resignation of the Regency 
arrives too late for the full results of 
such a step to be exactly estimated. 
Tn 80 far as it points to the oblitera- 
tion of an office that bas become 
obnoxious to China, it must be felt 
that the Prince has acted wisely in 
bowing before the storm. And 
while we congratulate the ruler 
ugon his self-sacrifice, we may 
sympathize with the man upon his 
ill-starred career. Chosen tosucceed 
to one who was a mistress of 
statecraft, an adept in all Court 
intrigue and possessed of an 
extraordinary faculty for mastering 
and making subservient to her will 
the discordant elements of this 
much-distracted Empire, bis High- 
ness was confronted with a task for 
which, though we may believe with 
the best of intentions, he had neither 
the ekill nor the strength. There 
seems no reason to doubt that the 
Prince Regent perceived the vicions- 
ness of his enfovrage, bat that he 
was powerless to break through it. 
When the crisis came be was ready 
to promise anything, again, we 
would wish to belie sine 
Bat the time for promises was over. 
So the Prince retires into the back- 
ground sndtheadministrative power 
asses, de jure, intothe bands of Yuan 

hih-kai and the (‘ubivet. Were 
this the whole of the news, there 
might be hopes indeed that now at 
last the revol aries should be 
satisfied.

THE CRUCIAL 
MOMENT, 





Ir is no wonder that the man- 
cuvring for the formation of a 
provisional government and the 
flactuating course of the peace 
negotiations are watched on al 
sides with eager anxiety. To 
foreign circles, we may believe in 
Chinese also, there is a feeling that 
crucial moment has beeu reached 
in the story of the revolution, and 
that every day now through which 
the terrible conflict is allowed to 
drag its weary length must put the 
chances of settlemoot farther and 
farther off. From every quarter 
‘of the Empire comes news of un- 
rest, shortage of money and open 
lawlessness. We do not underrato 
tho merit of the republican party in 
securing a large measure of order 
in the towns, although it must be 
remembered that those people are 
easily kept in order who have them- 
selves everything to lose by out- 
break of disorder and that there 
was, practically. no outward change 

Bat in the open 
among villages and bamlets 
it is evident, and not in the least 
surprising, that the revolutionaries 
cannot expect to control those ele- 
ments of general unrest and ii 
security which spring up, pari 
passn, with the growth of civil war. 
There are those who at any time 
would seize the opportunity of the 
relaxation of authority to plander 
and ravage. There are those whom 
the floods of last summer and 
autumn have stripped of all that they 
possessed. And there are others, 
how many yet we cannot even 
guess, to whom the war bas 
bronght, directly or indirectly, stark 
beggar. Every available penny 
is being thrown into the war chest, 
and whatever is left is being 
boarded against a not impossible 
of absolute extremity ; certainly 
it is not being put into the ordinary 
channels of trade. Even in wealthy 
Shanghai the war levies are begin- 
ning to awake discontent ; how 
much more heavily the pressare 
must be felt in less favoured centres 
y be well imagined. Already 
the injudicious haste with which 
provincial taxation was abolished is 











country, 
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abolition was s bold -stroke for 
popular favour, but it creates two 
new dangers; one, that persons 
with money to lend will drive 
bard bargains, to cause sore- 
ness and ill feeling when the 
needs of the moment are satis- 
fied ; the other, that at the end 
of the present year the republican 
authorities will find themselves 
compelled to re-impose the sus- 
lpended taxation, with conse- 
quences which it is impossible to 
foresee, but all too easy to fei 

For all reasons, therefore, the 
possibility of the formation of a 
provisional government is hailed 
with relief. When there is one 
body of men that can speak with 
authority for all revolting provinces 
alike, thero is at least something to 
argue with, something to which 
representations can be made, a voice 
that will tell us definitely whether 
there is any space for peace or whe- 
ther the country must resign itself to 
indefinite war. It is the suspense 
of the past two months, the utter 
vagueness of the whole movement 
—apart, of course, from the ad- 
mitted unanimity in opposition to 
the Mancha—that has told so fear- 
fully upon the maintenance of order 
and the course of trade. Yet even 
now, when the birth of a tangible 
government is proudly heralded, 
fresh doubts, however unwillingly, 
arise ; and while « strong and traly 
representative government would 
meet with a wide welcome, the 
circumstances of the last few days’ 
cannot but awake mis- 
. The fall of Hanyang and of 
have obvious served to 
shift the revolutionary centre of 
gravity. Up to the recapture of 
the former by the Imperialist forces 
and while General Chang still 
maintained bis hold upon Nanking, 
tbe republican party in Shanghai 
was more or less bound to wait 
pon the behests of Wucbang. But 
now the whole position is reveraod. 
Wachang, we are asked to believe, 
has become of no importance. 
General Li Yuan-bung bas lost 
fuce, and while bis erstwhile second 
in command is exalted, he is re- 
legated to the inferior position. 
Above all it is emphasized that no 
negotiations taking place in Wa- 
chang can be considered as official, . 
and that questions of peace or war 
will be settled in Shanghai, or 
Nanking, alone. What effect this 
attitude is likely to have upon the 
anticipated meeting of delegates 




































which Mr. Little is striving to 
promote, it is impossible to 
foresee. It would seem to in- 


dicate that the men in Shang- 
hai have for the time being the 
‘courage of their opinions, and thus 
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the matte: may be brought to a 
head at least as regards the holding 
of negotiations. At any rate it is 
cesy to understand that from their 
standpoint for Dr. Wu Ting-fang 
to go to Wuchang would be s 
derogation of dignity before 
the nation. But we have yet 
to learn how General Li will view 
his new position. It is not so many 
days since he was holding the 
position now arrogated by his 
colleagues in Shanghai ; and if he 
has lost caste with them, he has 
still presumably the support of the 
troope und population of Hupeh. 
Moreover, for what purpose has 
the truce been extended if not 
for farther parley? The prospect 
of unanimity within the vague 
limits of the republican party is 
not, it must be confessed, too 
hopeful. 

tho plain fact of the matter is 
that if experience of revolution has 
tanght nothing else, it has impress- 
ed very clearly the dangers of 
being hopefal until after the event. 
That the Prince Regent bas actually 
consented to abdicate, should be a 
certain inducement to the revolu- 
tionaries to come to terms. Yet 
how much ineffectual self surrender 
has already been offered from 
Peking, and the war none the less 
drags on, and innocent people are 
still ruined and murdered. So far 
as can be seen the pathway of peace 
is blocked by two grievous obstacles, 
want of self-sacrifice and want of 
trust. It is comparatively easy— 
we speak with all respect for the 
courage of brave men—to volunteer 
for service in the field, to rush in 
the ardour of battle to the assault 
of a deadly breach. It is not so 
easy when victory has been won to 
subordinate self to the common 
wi That is the kind of sacrifice 
which China demands of the revo- 
lutionaries to-day. On the other 
hand, it will be retorted that no 
amount of self abnegation will avail 
while Peking remains, that even 
the continued presence on the 
throne of the child Emperor would 
constitute a menace to the freedom 
a dread sooner or later to 
be realized of the restoration of 
ancient abuses. , Were it exclu- 
sively a case to-day of Manchu: 
thinese, there might be bet- 
ter grounds for such distrust than 
actually appear. Little as the 
revolutionaries are disposed to be- 
lieve in Yuan Shib-kai’s good faith, 
it is a, fair yuestion whether they 
should not, in duty to the country 
at large, allow him a hearing. Tt 
is not so much a yuestion of whether 
he would wish to perform what he 
promises as whether he would «are 
to do otherwise.

NANKING. 
DISSENSIONS AND DEATHS. 


Arrivals from Nanking lust night 
report that since the taking of the city 
by the revolationaries, many of the 
Tmperialists who remained have been 
put to death. On Saturday and Suo- 
day tbe revolationaries made a thoroogh 
examination of all, Ooolies who walked 
through the streets in their costomary 
long gowns were stopped to see whether 
they bad the Imperialist uniform con- 
cealed beneath, and if this was found to 
‘be the case they were shot. One men, 
dressed a5 a civilien, was discovered 
carrying a revolver, and be .was im- 
mediately decapitated. 

Seven of the Imperialist soldiers who 
defended Parple Mountain were shot 
Tt seems that the day before this 
strogbold wes actually taken the 
Imperialists notified the revcla 
that they would give it up. This notice 
‘was considered to be geonine, and the 
revolati aries advanced to take it on the 
following morning, only to be met by 
severe fire from one of the forte. This 
act cf what they considered treachery 
was requited by the shooting of men as 
mentioned above. 

Tt seems that daring the days prior 
to the captare of Nanking di 
promoted by jealonsy among the diffe- 
rent generals were rife. Ambition is 
said to have spurred Genersl Lin, the 
commander of theChinkisng troops to!

king, although it is said that General

MURDERS IN SZECHUAN,

by the Missions Etrang res in Shanghai 
ot only confirms thie, bat practigally 
places beyond doubt that two other 
foreigners, in this case French travellers, 
have also met a similar fate. 

The letter which bas been reocived 
was despatched from Hoilicbow on 
November 17. It says that as all the 
soldiers who were formerly stationed in 
the oath of the province had been with- 
drawa to Chéogta in consequence of 
the trouble in that direction, the country 
was left open to the ravages of the 
lawless element. In what circamstances

It was 
firmly decided that n0 taxes were to 
be paid, A programme was drawn up 
‘and the date for the revolution was 
fixed for Friday, September 8. Oo 
that day, the militia were to enter the 
four gates of the provincial capi 
Those within were to rise to their aid, 
the yaméos of the Viceroy and other 
high’ officials were to be rashed, looted 
and fired, the treasury was to be 
plundered, the arsenal and ammunition 
magazines were to be seized and a 
provincial rale established,

to convey that the work of any 
individual society is deficient, but to 
make it clear that taken collectively
